Stop-Goldwater 
Drive Hit by 
Nixon, Scranton 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Two 
potential 
challengers 
of 
Sen. 
B arry Goldwater for the Repub­ 
lican presidential nomination—

U.S. Envoy, 
French Talk 


Review of Asian 
Crises Conducted 


PARIS (AP)—U.S. Undersec­ 
retary of State George W. Ball 
m et for more than an hour today 
with Foreign Minister Maurice 
Couve de Murville of France for 
a review of the Southeast Asia 
situation. 
Their meeting, in Couve de 
M urville’s office, was a prelude 
to the discussion Ball is to have 
on the same subject with Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle later in 
the day. 
Ball and Couve de Murville 
chatted amiably and posed for 
photographers as they emerged 
from their meeting, but neither 
would say much. 
“ We had a useful and friendly 
review of the problems of mutu­ 
al concern,” Ball said. “ But I 
do not want to say anything be­ 
yond that.” 
Couve de Murville said the 
discussion was about Southeast 
Asia almost exclusively. 
Ball goes to London over the 
weekend for talks with British 
officials. 
By coincidence, De Gaulle will 
receive Communist China’s first 
am bassador to France, Huang 
Chen, for the first time Satur­ 
day. The envoy will present his 
credentials.

Is Set at 
$35 Million 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Ohio State University’s Board 
of Trustees today approved a 
personnel budget of $35,044,053 
for the 1964-65 academic year. 
The new personnel budget, 
reflecting the university’s prep­ 
aration for an enrollment in­ 
crease of nearly 4,000 students 
next year, is up $4,609,081 over 
the current year. 
President Novice G. Fawcett, 
who recommended the budget 
to the board, said present mem­ 
bers of the faculty and staff will 
realize about a 5 per cent in­ 
crease in average salaries from 
the budget. 
He said the increases are 
given on the basis of merit and 
are limited to approximately 
one-half of the faculty and staff. 
The trustees also acted on 
four other budgets for the com­ 
ing fiscal year. Approved were: 
A University Hospital per­ 
sonal services budget of $8,611,- 
080, up $144,792 over the cur­ 
rent year’s figure; a personal 
services budget for the Ohio

BIBLE students often express 
amazement at the scope of the 
laws of Israel, as set forth in 
the first books of the Bible. Not 
only are there laws governing- 
every aspect of civil, moral and 
spiritual behavior, but also laws 
with respect to mercy and kind­ 
nesses towards the unfortunate, 
the poor and widows. 
Two verses from Leviticus 
and a passage from Ruth define 
the laws of harvest and provide 
us with an example of their ap­ 
plication. Neither is assigned to 
our lesson, but they are worth 
discussing briefly. 
In Leviticus 19:9 and IO, God 
commands the Israelites 
to 
leave the comers of the Adds 
unreaped and the fallen fruit of 
the vineyard on the ground for 
the poor and the transients. This 
la because the lands the Israel­ 
ite tills are not his own. They 
are God’s and God intends a 
portion of every acre to be re­ 
served for the poor. 
Ruth. 2:1-18, shows us how 


He returns to establish the 
Kingdom of God in this world. 
The term “sheep” denotes His 
followers; “goats,” rejected non­ 
believers. 
His sheep win have cared for 
the sick, the needy, the dis­ 
tressed at every opportunity, 
thus gaining heavenly commen­ 
dation. Caring for those in need 
—the least of Christ’s brethren 
—is the same as caring for 
Christ, had He been the needy 
one, and will be rewarded by an 
inheritance in the kingdom of 
God. 
The goats, those indifferent to 
the poor, the needy, the wretch­ 
ed, will be punished. They will 
not gain eternal life, nor will 
they be allowed in God’s king­ 
dom. Thus men’s actions to­ 
wards Christ’s own—the needy 
—will be determining factors in 
the great hour of judgment. 
Faith, alone, is not enough to 
gain entrance to God’s kingdom, 
warns James in 2:14-17. It must 
be accompanied by good works. 
The faith which makes a loud

the law is applied. Ruth and 
Naomi arrive in Bethlehem at 
harvest time. 
Boaz, 
though 
wealthy, was a good Jew and 
obedient to the law. He did not 
despise the poor, as other land­ 
owners often did, and permitted 
Ruth to glean his fields, even in­ 
structing his harvesters to re­ 
move grain from the sheaves 
and leave it lying on the ground, 
that her harvest should be 
greater. 
Once more, in Deuteronomy 
10:18 and 19, we find another 
segment of Israel’s legal code 
indicating the fundamental prin­ 
ciple of mercy. God exhorts His 
people to champion the causes 
of widows and orphans and to 
care for the transients even as 
He cared for them when they 
were transients in the land of 
Egypt. 
Matthew 25:31-46 gives us 
Christ’s own words regarding 
the final judgment of men, 
based upon their treatment of 
the needy during earthly lives. 
He pictures Himself separating 
the sheep from the goats when 


profession, but never manifests 
itself in good works, is worth­ 
less. 
It is only natural that we 
should find many references to 
God’s love for us, our-love for 
Him and for others in the Epis­ 
tle of John. But in the passage 
assigned to today’s lesson, John 
backs up his idyllic teachings 
with the very practical approach 
of James. 
Christians should love one an­ 
other. This is a primary requi­ 
site for eternal life. The perfect 
example of this love is found in 
Jesus’ laying down His life for 
us. When we excuse ourselves 
from the demands or dangers of 
loving one another, we are hold­ 
ing back that part of us which 
belongs to God, and we become 
unworthy of Christ’s sacrifice. 
Neglect and callousness to­ 
ward the needy, the poor, the 
distressed often becomes en­ 
grained and hard to overcome. 
But it can be done, through 
constant devotion to simple 
i Christian love and charity.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson, far in advance of 
the political conventions, this 
week in effect opened his pres­ 
idential campaign with a speech 
on American might. 
It served three different pur­ 
poses: It was a warning to the 
Communist world, a reassur­ 
ance to allies, and a reply to 
Sen. Barry Coldwater who has 
been consistently critical 
of 
American defenses. 
Johnson opened up just one 
day after Coldwater^ victory in 
the California primary pushed 
him far ahead of all other con­ 
tenders for the Republican pres­ 
idential nomination in July. 
Johnson, whose own nomina­ 
tion by the Democrats in Aug­ 
ust is taken for granted, never 
mentioned the Arizonan. But his 
words were a clear reply to 
Coldwater. The speech took in 
more than Coldwater. 
It was so detailed Johnson’s 
talk can be considered a basic 
reply to any attacks the Repub­ 
lican party may try to make 
when the campaign gets going. 
In talks, Coldwater has made 
since the start of 1964 and most 
recently in a booklet — “Sen. 
Coldwater Speaks Out on the 
Issues’’—the 
senator has 
at­ 
tacked this country’s defense 
set-up in general and its mis­ 
siles in particular. 
The 
Johnson administration 
wasted no time going 
after 
Coldwater when he began his 
attack last January with the 
statement that U.S. interconti­ 
nental ballistic missiles were 
“undependable.” 
He got a fast answer from 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara, whom Johnson has 
blessed consistently. McNamara 
called Coldwater “politically ir 
responsible” and his statement 
“damaging to national secur 
ity.” 
Coldwater has attacked him 
ever since. But on the same day 
Coldwater made his statement, 
former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower said he is confident 
the United States has “just as 
good missiles as there are in 
the world.” 
Following are some examples 
of what Coldwater has said 
since 
January and of what 
Johnson said this week. 
Coldwater, acknowledging the 
importance of missiles, com­ 
plained this country is getting 
rid of its manned bombers and 
by the 1970s will be relying on 
missiles alone. 
He said: “We cannot put our 
sole reliance on missile systems 
as against a mixed force—mis­ 
siles, 
manned 
aircraft, 
and 
naval vessels of all types.” 
Johnson said this country has 
more than 1,000 fully armed 
ICBM 
and 
Polaris 
missiles 
(fired from submarines) ready 
for retaliation and he added: 
“The 
Soviet Union has far 
fewer and none ready to be 
launched beneath the seas.” 
“We have more than 1,100 
strategic 
bombers, 
many 
of 
which are equipped with air-to- 
surface and decoy missiles to 
help them reach almost any 
target. The Soviet Union, we es­

And Johnson made this sweep­ 
ing statement: “In every phase 
of national strength America to­ 
day is stronger than it has ever 
been before. It is stronger than 
any 
adversary 
or 
combina­ 
tion of adversaries. It is strong­ 
er than the combined might of 
all the nations in the history of 
the world, and I confidently pre­ 
dict that strength will continue 
to grow more rapidly than the 
might of all others.” 
Coldwater said, “We are lag­ 
ging behind in weapons technol­ 
ogy and in the development 
of new systems.” 
Johnson said: “In the past 
several years we have begun 
many important new weapons 


Coldwater said “there are 
many types of warfare that can 
take place between the ex­ 
tremes of hot and cold, We must 
be ready for all of them.” 
Johnson said this country’s 
strength is also increasing in its 
ability to fight less than all-out 
war. He rattled off these bits 
of information, some of which 
may have surprised the Com­ 
munists: 
Increase in combat-ready di­ 
visions, in aircraft to support 
them, in the number of tactical 
nuclear warheads in Europe, in 
the ability to airlift troops, in 
the 
development 
of 
new 
weapons for “deterrence and 
defense,” and huge increase in 
the size of forces being trained 
to fight internal subversion, in­ 
cluding guerrilla warfare.

KANSAS CITY. Mo. (A P )-! 
The greatest tribute a child can 
pay to its parents for the gift 
of life is to outlive them. 
I have existed beyond 
my 
father a quarter of a century,; 
but I doubt I can outwear my 
mother. 
She gets stronger with the 
years. 
Coing on 77. she is fair-com­ 
plex ioned as a milkmaid, still 
delicate of ankle, but so rotund 
and robust that it is all her lov-! 
mg children can do to put their 
arms around her. 
She came here from Ireland 
when the world was young and 
fair, was ambushed by love, 
bore five kids without loss—all 
over 40 and complaining — and 
has survived the inroads of an 
Irish temper, a touch of dia­ 
betes, and four decades of high 
blood pressure in good health. 
Her current foe is rheumatism 
—and she has a low opinion of 
it 
“Some days 
I 
can hardly 
move,” 
she 
remarks, 
“but 
where do I want to go anyway 
except to stay here?” 


One of the things I admire 
most about my mother, who 
only went to the third grade in 
Ireland but educated herself by 
enjoying people and reading the 
Kansas City Star, is her human 
deftness. She is tile finest phi-! 
losopher and the most sure­ 
footed family politician I ever 
knew. 
She doesn't just sit on the 
fence. She patrols both sides of 
a situation. Any situation. 
When 
she was younger 
if 
something displeased her, she; 
fixed her eye on the ceiling and ■ 
denounced the 
floor in loud 
tones. 
But now she says, “You must 
learn to live with life.” 
Now she says, no matter what 
happens, “Well, considering the 
people involved, what else could 
a sensible person expect?” 
Now she says, no matter what 
her children do. “Well, I brought 
you up this far. Now you’re on 
your own.” 
Her children are now too old 
and dull to attract her keen at­ 
tention, and she bends her ever- 
youthful mind to what happens 
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to her grandchildren. 
“ Please, grandma,” they say 
—when she asks too much about 
what they are doing. But it is 
her interest in the young that 
keeps her from being old. 
Perhaps the thing I admire 
most about my mother is her 
utter individualism. 
Neither God nor the devil can 
control her mind. She is warm­ 
hearted but free-speaking. What 
she thinks she says and what 
she says she thinks. 
Life fascinates her, but she is 
unafraid of the truth that long 
existence has brought her near­ 
er to death. 
This last Memorial Day, I 
visited with her at the cemetery 
where 
my father and

are buried. The place was alive 
with remembrance and fragrant 
with flowers. 
My father is buried near a 
roadway, and the turf above

He saw the state tak­ 
ing over private industry every- i 
where by what Sidney Webb j 
called the “inevitability of grad- j 
ualism”. Being a gradualist and 
a believer in free speech, he 
didn’t push his “Sidney Webbic- 
alism” to the point of no return; 
in I n d i a. But socialism was 
his working direction. The ideol­ 
ogy colored his every move. 
With Nehru’s 
passing, 
th e 
named of V. K. Krishna Menon 
and Lai Bahadur Shastri were 
quickly mentioned as the “next 
prime minister of India.” Krish­ 
na Menon. a virulent Leftist ide­ 
ologue, would, of course, have 
been bad news if he had b e e n 
able to drum up any support. 
But Shastri is a compromiser, 
a man who likes to get a work­ 
ing consensus that balances ex­ 
tremes. If he inherits Nehru’s 
position, as seems probable as 
I w r i t e this, India could be off 
on a pragmatic campaign to 
raise its standard of living by 
means 
that 
are increasingly 
non-socialist. 
The age of ideology, of course, 
is not d y i n g all at once, f o r 
as the influences of Karl Marx 
on the one hand, and the London 
School of Economics on the oth­ 
er, wither away in most of the 
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West, they retain their hold in I 
A f r i c a , East Asia, and parts 
of Latin America. Chile may 
well be in for a M a r x ist par­ 
ty takeover in the next election, 
and Ca s t r o still keeps his 
hold on Cuba even t h o u gh he 
can’t harvest a good sugar crop. 
In Southeast Asia a lot of dom-1 
inoes may fall before Com mu- j 
nism is checked. And the grad-1 
uates 
of the 
London School 
of Economics, Las*ki - division, 
may keep their influence in the 
new African nations. 
But even though we may still 
be in for some big socialist wav­ 
es, the tide is g o i n g out by 
slow degrees. Brazil has been 
saved; Venezuela did not suc­ 
cumb d u r i n g its recent elec­ 
tion to Castro’s terrorists. In 
M e x i co, the Party of Revolu­ 
tionary Institutions becomes in­ 
creasingly bourgeois in its gen­ 
eral tone. And the anti - C a s s ­ 
ites, by ra i s i n g the spectre 
of raids and guerilla infiltration 
in r e c e n t weeks, managed to 
hurt C a s t r o rather badly by 
forcing him to deflect his sold­ 
iers from harvesting sugar cane 
to ch a s i n g invasion spooks 
all over the island. Despite bus­ 
es from Britain, Castro’s econo­ 
my is dying of anemia. 
In Europe Marxism could still 
pack a punch in Italy, or in a 
France suddenly bereft of de 
Gaulle. But in England, a La­ 
bor Party victory, t h o u g h it 
might result in a re-nationaliza­ 
tion of the basic steel industry, 
wo u I d not change t h i n g s 
greatly. As for Germany, which 
is the key to the continent, it is

Cooperative Forest Manage- 
merit is an important term and 
a key function at the Circleville 
Container Corporation mill. 
A brief description defines 
it as a program carried out 
through 
well-planned 
wood­ 
land harvests under the guid­ 
ance of Container Corporation 
foresters. It brings together 
landowner, timber-cutter and 
markets for wood. 
The program was started in 
1962 by Nathan M. Fouch, Con­ 
tainer Corporation forester, in 
his effort to supply the com­ 
pany’s pulpwood requirements 
from privately owned timber- 
lands in the southeastern Ohio 
area. 
Container’s Circleville m i l l 
will use about 110,000 tons of 
pulpwood in 1964 and will em­ 
ploy approximately 120 persons 
in the plant, and another 170 
fulltime woodcutters and truck­ 
ers in the process. 
* * * 
F O U C H figures the com­ 
pany’s wood procurement area 
embraces about 1,400,000 acres 
of timberland. 
He estimates 
that the standing timber on 
3,500 acres of typical woodland 
could furnish the mill with fibre 
for a whole year. 
Mathematics 
disclose 
that 
timber now standing in the area 
would 
supply the Circleville 
mill for 400 years — if no other 
market was available and even 
if no more timber grew. 
In view of this, Fouch holds 
no fear of a timber famine. His 
objective in the new CFM pro­ 
gram is to help conservation- 
minded landowners launch an 
effort that will fully utilize the 
products of their woodlands and 
make a profit at the same 
time. “Woodlands which return 
a profit tend to remain forest­ 
ed,” he says. 
Fouch 
and 
his assistant 
forester, George Lucas, to 
date 
have 
instituted 
their 
CFM project with 20 different 
landowners. 
Acreage 
under 
management 
through 
th i s 
plan is now 15,000 and is grow­ 
ing as fast as their time to aid 
landowners will allow. 
Each landowner participating 
is given a written management 
plan and assistance in market­ 
ing pulpwood, 
sawlogs, stave 
bolts or veneer logs through rep­ 
utable loggers. Container Cor­ 
poration does not require a writ­ 
ten contract with CFM contrac­ 
tors, but does suggest writ- 
en contracts between landown­ 
ers and operators. 
Jerry Kerns is typical of the 
70 producers who bring pulp­ 
wood to the papermill. T h i s 
Hocking County small business­ 
man has been cutting and haul­ 
ing for five years. 
• • • 
KERNS and his two helpers 
cut and haul an average of 25 
tons of pulpwood each working 
day. “Sure, I’m making a liv­ 
ing at it,” he says. “If I didn’t 
I’d get into something else.” 
These timber crews are quite 
efficient in their practice 
of 
g o o d forestry, according 
to 
F o u c h . “I’m proud of their 
treatment of other people’s land 
and resources,” he said. 
The CFM program is adapt­ 
able to varying land ownership 
sizes, Fouch said. Timber tracts 
now e n r o l l e d range from 
Ray Bigham’s 30-acre Hocking

CHICAGO (AP) - Amos ’n’ 
Andy returned to Chicago televi­ 
sion Thursday night with an off­ 
screen chorus of protest from 
Negro civil rights spokesmen. 
“Tonight inaugurates the long, 
hot summer,” snapped Chuck 
Stone, editor of The Defender, 
Negro daily newspaper. 
Stone, whose 
paper largely 
serves Chicago's 900,000 Ne­ 
groes, said he thinks the pro­ 
gram introduced “the long, hot 
summer” of troubled race rela­ 
tions for two reasons: “Firsts 
white people all like it. Amos ’n’ j 
Andy really is funny. No doubt 
about it. 
‘But I doubt that most white 
people can watch that show and 
say to themselves that all Ne­ 
groes aren’t like that. They 
can’t. And first thing you know, 
one of them is going to be call­ 
ing some Negro, ‘Hey, Amos.’ 
“Second, I’m a little disturbed 
about what it can do to young 
Negroes who are growing up, 
who are searching for racial 
pride.

Finds Horde 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — An 
oversight is going to bring a 
retiring Flint, Mich., teacher a 
new home and a trip around 
much of the world. 
Miss Irene Roloff, who moved 
to Michigan in 1944 after teach­ 
ing in Indiana public schools for 
almost 30 years, forgot until re­ 
cently that she joined the Indi­ 
ana Teachers Retirement Fund 
just before she left the state. 
The 69-year-old retiree wrote 
to officials here to inquire about 
any benefits she might have 
coming. 
But her answer was shocking 
—her accumulated benefits to­ 
taled $19,009.27, 
and 
a check 
for that amount was enclosed. 
Also, she will receive $135.17 a 
month 
in 
benefits 
from 
the 
mushrooming Indiana fund. 
Earl M. Utterback, executive 
secretary of the fund, explained 
that rapid growth of the teach 
ers retirem ent fund accounted 
for the big benefits. 
In joining the fund in 1944, 
Miss Roloff made only one an 
nual payment of $54.79, Utter- 
back said. 
Even though she wasn’t yet 
65 when she left Indiana, her 
membership still entitled her to 
a small monthly benefit once 
she left the state, Utterback 
said.

SANDY KOUFAX 
Koufax Hurls 
His Third 
No-Hitler 


Dodger Standout 
Reveals He W as Just 
Practicing at First 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Sandy Koufax has finished 
practicing. 
He finished about halfway 
through the third no-hitter of 
his major league career, allow­ 
ing only one walk in a 3-0 vic­ 
tory over Philadelphia Thurs­ 
day 
night 
and 
joining 
Bob 
Feller as the only triple no-hit 
hurlers in modern baseball his­ 
tory. 
Minutes later, in the Los An­ 
geles Dodgers’ dressing room, 
the unshaven Koufax made 
startling revelation—in the first 
few innings he was just trying 
to adjust his motion. 
“I have been studying pie 
tures 
in 
magazines 
of 
my 
form,” Koufax explained, “and 
suddenly realized that I had 
been stepping too far to the left 
with the right foot across my 
body. 
‘‘So in the first few innings 
concentrated on making an ad 
justment, stepping more to the 
right. It felt fine. I had the old 
pitching rhythm back.” 
No one knew it was missing 
Koufax had not been the sensa 
tional pitcher he was last year 
when he won Most-Valuable 
Player 
honors 
and 
the 
Cy 
Young Award as the best pitch 
er in the majors. But everyone 
presumed he was still shaking 
off an early season injury. 
Against the Phillies, it was 
difficult to tell where Koufax 
corrected his mistake. Only four 
balls were hit to the outfield 
and the closet thing to a hit was 
Richie Allen’s slow grounder in 
the seventh inning, scooped up 
by third baseman Jim Gilliam, 
who quickly fired to first for the 
out. 
Allen also was the lone Phil­ 
lies’ baserunner but was thrown 
out attempting to steal after 
walking on a 3-2 pitch in the 
fourth inning. 
Feller, the only other pitcher 
to hurl three no-hitters, in poat- 
1900 action, was in Cleveland 
Thursday night as the Indians 
played the Chicago White Sox. 
He wasn’t at all surprised that 
Koufax had matched his three 
no-hitters. 
“Why. the way this guy’s go­ 
ing,” said Feller, ‘‘he may get 
three more of them before he’s 
through.” 
Feller didn’t see his favorites 
win. the Indians losing to tile 
White Sox 5-1. In the only other 
American League game played, 
the New York Yankees defeat­ 
ed Minnesota 9-7.

action, Pittsburgh whipped San 
Francisco 4-2, the Chicago Cubs 
defeated St. Louis 2-1, Cincinna­ 
ti downed Milwaukee 6-3 and 
Houston beat the New York 
Mets 7-3. 
Koufax, bringing his record to 
6-4 with tile 99th victory of his 
career, struck out 12 Phillies, 
and thus tied another record. It 
was the 54th time in his career 
he had struck out IO or more 
batters, equalling the mark pre­ 
viously shared by Feller and 
Rube Waddell. 
Koufax got the only runs he 
needed when Frank Howard hit 
his 14th homer in the seventh 
inning off Chris Short following 
singles by Gilliam and Tommy 
Davis.

CINCINNATI (AP)—Back on 
June IO, 1944, the public ad­ 
dress 
system 
at Cincinnati’s 
Crosley Field announced: 
'Now pitching for Cincinnati 
—Joe Nuxhall.” 
The Joe Nuxhall from nearby 
Hamilton, Ohio, who went to 
the mound in the ninth inning of 
a game against the St. Louis 
Cardinals was only 15 years old. 
His appearance made him the 
youngest ever to appear in a 
major league game—a record 
he still holds. 
Nuxhall didn’t last long on 
the mound in that debut—two- 
thirds of an inning—but now, 20 
years later, he still is a mem­ 
ber of the Reds’ pitching staff 
and is serving his third hitch 
with the club. 
And at almost 35 he has 
achieved one of baseball’s more 
amazing comebacks. Many say 
Nuxhall is a better pitcher now 
than he ever was before and it 
was only two years ago his 
major league career seemed at 
an end. 
Since the Reds will be on the 
road on Nuxhall’s actual 20th 
anniversary, tonight will be ob­ 
served here as “Joe Nuxhall 
Anniversary Night.” The oppon­ 
ent will be the St. Louis Cardi­ 
nals—but now without a single 
player that was present when 
Nuxhall started. 
Nuxh all’s first appearance in 
the majors came, of course, 
during World War II when good

ball players were in short sup­ 
ply. The Reds already were be­ 
hind 13-0 when Nuxhall went to 
the mound in the ninth against 
the Cards. 
He walked five, made a wild 
pitch and yielded two singles 
for five runs. 
From that day until 1952 Nux­ 
hall 
shuttled 
around 
in the 
minors—at Birmingham; Syra­ 
cuse; Lima, Ohio; Muncie, Ind.; 
Tulsa; 
Columbia, 
S.C.; 
and 
Charleston, W. Va. He sat out 
the 1946 season so he could re­ 
gain his amateur standing and 
play football and basketball for 
Hamilton High School. 
He never had a truly great 
year but the Reds brought him 
back in 1952 and he remained 
here through the 1960 season. 
His best years were 1954 (12-5) 
and 1955 (17-12). 
His own temper and wildness 
plagued him. In the last couple 
of years he was a prime target 
of booing fans so the Reds gave 
up and traded him to the Ran- 
sas City Athletics. 
He had only a 5-8 record and 
the A’s cut him loose. He train­ 
ed with the Baltimore Orioles in 
the spring of 1962 and then join­ 
ed the Los Angeles Angels. He 
pitched only five innings with 
the Angels and was cut loose 
again. 
It looked like the end of the 
major league road for Hamilton 
Joe but, instead, it was the be­ 
ginning on the comeback road. 
He signed with San Diego of the 
Pacific Coast League and was 
on his way back. 
Joe says he asked Billy Hitch­ 
cock, then m a n a g e r of the 
Orioles, in the spring of 1962 if 
he (Hitchcock) thought he still 
could win in the majors. 
“He told me I could still win,” 
says Joe, “and he explained he 
was letting me go only because 
he had to keep a couple of kids.” 
Nuxhall built up a 9-2 record 
with San Diego and the Reds 
brought him back in the sum­ 
mer of 1962. He was 5-0 here 
the remainder of the year with 
a 2.45 earned run average and 
he walked only 25 in 66 innings. 
Last year the lefty was 15-8. 
That’s far different from the 
Nuxhall of years past. No longer 
does he blow his stack when 
something goes wrong and that 
has led to better control. 
“He has finally learned to 
pitch; he’s not beating him­ 
self,” 
said 
a former 
major 
league scout. 
“I don’t know anyone in the 
game who is a better competitor 
than Nuxhall,” says Reds’ man­ 
ager Fred Hutchinson. “Joe has 
one object and that’s to win.” 
NuxhalTs sense of humor is 
ever present these days. When 
he was given the Cincinnati 
baseball writers “Comeback of 
the year” award at a dinner 
last Winter he expressed his 
thanks and then broke into’ a 
broad grin as he said: 
“ I hope this is one award I 
never win again.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-An 
additional $1,043,000 has been 
released by the State Control­ 
ling Board for public school bus 
transportation in 85 counties. 
House speaker Roger Cloud 
R-Logan, said the amount “will 
provide for 90 per cent of all 
transportation for the currrent 
year in Ohio school districts.”
